The United Slates Government has 
invoked a Frankenstein in the Alabn- 
ma olaimB, and would donbllosB bo rery 
willing to get rid of the ^subject if it- 
were possible to relegate it to HadOB 
"With anything like deoenoy. Our 
eastern brethren are bestirring them- 
selves on the subject of their oxponBos 
and 108868 incurred in the Fenian raid, 
and they certainly make out a case 
fully as good as the Alabanaa claims. 
The raiders were recruited, drilled, and 
armed in the United States; they did 
not conceal their intentions ; indeed the 
pnblio prints heralded thoir march oiid 
applauded their doHigiiB. A protended 
eCfort W08 made to reslraiu thorn, but 
douo BO bunglingly that only a porlion 
of the raBcals were prevented from 
reaching the Canadian shore. Tho 
altemplH of the United Siatea oflicLTrt 
10 prevent an infraction oi tho neutral- 
ity law was Hometliing einailar in a 
later case : wo allude to the Cul an ruid, 
when Col. Jordan was taken into cus- 
tody and then allowed to escape, lakin;; 
an armed body of men with him 
to pluuder and desolate iho province ot 
a country at peace with tho United 
States. Tbe raiders into Canada bad 
DO iujustice tooomplain of at the biuids 
ot the Canadians ; they were perlectlj 
uninterested in Irish grievances, the 
pretence assumed for the attack. How 
ever much Great Britain had offended 
in inflicting wrongs upon Ireland, there 
was no possible argament that could be 
adduced niakiug the iuoffensive settlers 
In Canada responsible. That these 
claims will have to be paid, the Cio- 
fernmect of Llio United Suies may 
rest perlecily sure ; when, it may be 
difScult to 8:iy. But, thtse are but a 
portion cf the anccunt. The ileboUiou 
of 1837 was fomented and assisted iini 
only with material of war, but wi^b 
men, from the United States. Thu 
cost of that unfortunate affair would 
cover tbe entire Alabama claims olono. 
Sir FraDcis Head is busily prepaiiug 
tbe bill, aud it will be quite ready when 
the Alabama claims are next brought 
on the tapis. We have not, however, 
concluded our list, for it. sooms that tbe 
Confederate Bondholders in London 
have alec a pretty heavy account which 
they desire to have settled at Uncle 
Sam's earliest convenience, that gen> 
tleman having appropriated a great 
deal of property which he was careluU 
ly informed was hypothecated, la or.- 
der to make this longhthy account a lit- 
tle more awkward to settle, tho Canax 
dian Government is roused into a desire 
to fix up other little difHcultics whicli 
they are deeply interested in. Thoy 
want the San Juan Island question Met- 
tled, and that they will undoubtedly 
accomplish; and tliey wunt American 
fishermen to keep to their own p.u-t ol 
the coast, aud this will also bo settled 
Bs Canada requires. Verily Mr. Sum- 
ner has raised a pretty dust. It is quite 
immaterial how much Mr. Sumner may 
claim for bis accoaut, a proportionate in- 
crease cao always be added to tho others, 
it seems to us that the best thing our Am- 
erican cousins can do, will bo to say 
nothing more about Alabama claims and 
cry qaitSt It is quite likely that John 
Bull may wait a reasonable time for thu 
renewal of proposals about the Alabama 
claims, and failing any advances ou the 
part sf the Wasbiogton G-overoment, may 
send in his own account. For tho sake of 
peace and quietness the old geiiileman 
has put up will) an mTful siglit of abuse 
and msult, aad oven alluwod liiiuHull lo 
be diddled in ceriuin Iromies ; but the 
Alabama claims ns pruHimtiMl by Mr. 
Sumnor have ([Uile eximusieil iho old 
geullemnn's patience, and liauiif^ imido 
Hp his mind, wo may rest assurtd lie 
will have things a little his own way in 
future. 



The NevTorli (liumber of Commerce 
aod Rtiprocity. 

The Telegraph has furnislied an nb- 
Blract of a resolution introduced into and 
passed by tho Now York Chamber ol 
Commoroo upon tho subject of Eoci- 
prooity with Canada. Yesterday wu 
we received the full text of the resolu- 
tion, and in order that its importance 
may bo grasped, wo give it eutiro b<-- 
low. One of tbe principal, among 
many boons to be gained by Coaled- 
eratidn will be Baoiprocity ; and 
should tbe New York Chambor ot 
Oommeroo exert the influence at Wash- 
ington their position and wealth entitle 
them to, who knows but tho resoltlt'on 
will have the desired eQ'uct ? 

" Besolved, That the Chambor of 
Ooramoroe of New York city heartily
